Agents and Brokers who negotiated merchandise 
transactions on a commissien basis had sales of 
$3, 187,206,300 in 1959 compared with $2,972,171,300 
in 1958 and $2,860,353,600 in 1957. They reported 
inventory holdings of $47,052,200 at the end of 1959 
compared with $41,169,000 and $33,962,900 for 1958 
and 1957 respectively. The volume of business 
recorded by the census of 1951 was $2,493,563,000.' 
Data for 1958 and 1959 are estimated from sample 
surveys. Data for 1957 result from a comprehensive 
survey. Twenty-four trade groups appearing in Table 
1 indicate the kinds of business in which Agents 
and Brokers were engaged. 


Agents and Brokers are defined as business 
establishments primarily engaged in merchandising 
goods at the wholesale level on a commission basis, 
i.e., they do not take title to merchandise or assume 
the risks of price changes. The statistical reporting 
unit is the business establishment and establish- 
ments are classified to trade groups according to the 
principal commodities handled. 


Through time there is shifting of establishments 
among three types of wholesale operation, i.e., 
Agents and Brokers, Wholesalers Proper and 
Assemblers of Primary Products. An establishment 
is classified to Agents and Brokers rather than 
Wholesalers Proper if 50% or more of its sales is on 
a commission basis. It is classified to Assemblers 
of Primary Products if it procures 50% or more of 
merchandise handled from- primary producers. 
Consequently, establishments classified to Agents 
and Brokers in 1951 may not be within the scope 
of this classification in 1957 and subsequent years.’ 


Prior to 1957 no survey of Agents and Brokers 
had been conducted since the census of 1951. The 
survey reported in this reference paper was, in 
effect, a census of Agents and Brokers for 1957.

2 A number of grain firms, classified in 1951 to the 
farm products (raw materials) trade in the agents and 
brokers category, are not within the scope of the agents 
and brokers survey for 1957-59. These were border-line 
cases and it was decided that the functions performed 
resembled those of a merchant (i.e., wholesaler proper) 
rather than a broker. If no change in classification had 
occurred the business of agents and brokers for 1957 
would have been approximately $773,000,000 in excess 
of the figure shown. Estimates for 1958 and 1959 also 
would have been higher. 


Making use of directories for towns and cities with 
a population of 5,000 or more, the employers 
register of the Uneinployment Insurance Commission 
and the files of the 1951 Census, a mailing list of 
business establishments falling in the category of 
Agents and Brokers was prepared during 1957 and 
1958. Data set out in Table 2 result from a tabula- 
tion of completed questionnaires received from 
2,837 establishments during the course of a mail 
survey. In 1951, 1,741 establishments were classi- 
fied as Agents and Brokers. 


Table 2 shows, for Canada and the economic 
regions, the number of establishments classified to 
each of the twenty-four groups and two residual 
classifications for 1957. Many establishments 
carry on some own-account merchandising activity 
and, in a few cases, some manufacturing is done. 
Nevertheless, these establishments are classified 
as Agents and Brokers because the predominant 
part of sales is commission business. Table 2 
shows the total sales of establishments and a 
breakdown of total sales into three types. of 
business. 


Table 2 also shows commission earned on the 
commission business, the maximum and minimum 
rates reported by respondents and the average rate 
accruing to establishments in the trades. The 
wholesale functions performed by establishments 
vary widely even within a trade group. Hence the 
wide variation between maximum and minimum rates 
charged. In all except a few cases the average rate 
(weighted average of rates reported) indicates that 
the customary rate prevailing in the trade falls 
closer to the minimum than the maximum. 


Table 2 shows year-end inventory reported by 
respondents, the number of working proprietors, the 
maximum and minimum number of employees during 
the year and salaries and wages paid, all relating 
to the year 1957. Salaries and wages do not include 
the salaries or withdrawls of owners of unincorpo- 
rated businesses. 


Table 3 shows, for Canada and the economic 
regions, the distribution of Agents and Brokers by 
form of ownership. Data for sales, commission 
earned, owned inventory, employees and salaries 
and wages have been tabulated accordingly. 


Table 4 shows, for Canada and the economic 
regions, the number of establishments and total 
sales for each of the trade groups and residual 
categories for the years 1951 and 1957.
